Alabama Gov. George Wallace 
polled more than 250,000 votes 
on a segregationist platform, 
Johnson said only, “Governor 
Wallace got 25 per cent of the 
votes and 75 per cent voted 
against him.”

“The CdjtctjA WcteOwk 
Monopolistic Practices 
Of Syndicates Plague l-J 


THE U.S. DEPARTMENT of Justice 
is said to be investigating syndicates 
that sell news, pictures, comics and oth­ 
er features to newspapers. 
This had been rumored around the 
fringes of gatherings of newspaper 
executives in recent months. This week 
the Wall Street Journal published a 
story of these whispered reports. There 
was no confirmation from the Justice 
Department. 


WHAT’S IT ALL about? 
“Territorial exclusivity” is the point 
of focus. 
W hen a feature syndicate sells a 
comic strip, for instance, it is sold “ex­ 
clusive in your area.” 
There's merit in this. W hen a new 
comic strip is introduced, it is a matter 
of editorial judgem ent whether the read­ 
ers of a given newspaper would be in­ 
terested in it or not. 
If an editor exercises sound judge­ 
m ent and contracts for a new comic 
which turns out to be extremely popu­ 
lar, his paper and his paper's readers 
thereafter enjoy (quite properly, we 
think) a monopoly in the area on that 
particular comic strip. 


BUT THERE ARE some disadvan­ 
tages, and the I-J is painfully aware of 
them. 
The I-J has grown to the point where 
it can consider contracting for a supple­ 
mental news service, such as the New 
York Times, Chicago Daily News For­ 
eign Service, New York Herald-Tribune 
Service, or one of the several others that 
exist. 
These supplemental services supply 
occasional exclusive stories; that is, they 
are different from the straight news 
supplied on the Associated Press and 
United Press International basic w i r e 
services, both of which the I-J receives. 
The supplemental services provide more 
background in special areas. 
To repeat, the I-J has grown to the 
point where it can consider adding a 
supplemental service, especially in this 
election campaign year when I-J readers 
unquestionably would benefit from read­ 
ing, say, the New York Times News 
Service coverage of the presidential 
campaign. 


TROUBLE IS, the 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle across the bay has all the sup­ 
plemental news services tied-up. They 
have everything that exists tied-up, with 
two exceptions. The San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer has the New York Herald Trib­ 
une Service under contract. 
Only the Advance News Service, op­ 
erated for and by the Newhouse news­ 


paper chain, is not monopolized, yet, in 
the Bay Area. 
(Incidentally, the I-J expects to begin 
carrying this service on a trial basis in 
the near future.) 
But 
the 
I-J 
cannot, 
as 
t h i n g s 
stand now', obtain the New York Times 
News 
Service 
for its 
readers. 
The 
Chronicle’s monopoly on that one (and 
all the others it has) extends to and in­ 
cludes Marin County. 
This is what the Department of Jus­ 
tice is looking into. 


IT HAS BEEN SAID (again around 
the 
fringes of newspaper executive 
meetings) that some of the news and 
feature syndicates would welcome an 
anti-trust legal action and hope to lose 
it so they could throw off the yoke of 
this “territorial exclusivity” tradition. 
At one time the I-J gave serious 
thought to instigating such action, so 
I-J readers would not be foreclosed from 
having some of the w’idely-read syndi­ 
cated news and features tied-up by the 
big newspapers across the bay. 
But on reflection it looked like just 
one more instance of a business (the I-J) 
turning to the government for help in 
fighting competitors (the Chronicle and 
the Examiner). 
The I-J has met and bested its com­ 
petition for 103 years without resorting 
to help from government against com­ 
petitors; there doesn't seem to be any 
point in starting now. 
The I-J will get an adequate supple­ 
mental news service and the I-J will get 
ever-better features, despite the monop­ 
olistic practices of its biggest competi­ 
tors. 
The I-J has done this successfully up 
to now without getting the power of the 
government mixed up in the process. 
It will continue to be done, “without 
help from uncle.” 


IF THE I-J CONTRACTS for Advance 
News Service, does this mean that the 
newspapers across the bay could not buy 
it thereafter? 
Would the I-J have a 
monopoly on it? 
No. The I-J would get “territorial 
exclusivity” only in Marin County. No 
other Marin County newspaper could 
obtain it. 
But the Chronicle or the Examiner 
or even the News-Call-Bulletin could 
subsequently buy it and use it in the 
papers they sell in Marin 
You might say it is only a one-way 
monopoly— only the biggest can hold it 
away from the small. Not vice-versa.

April 6 issue, the distinction 
as above was not brought out. 
The cold fact is that “Wells 
Fargo Express never oper­ 
ated a stage line in Califor­ 
nia,” and that is the exact 
language on the sign which

on 
the 
streets 
April 4 . . . . 
Wells Fargo was organized 
in 1852 as a New' York cor­ 
poration for the purpose of 
entering business in Califor­ 
nia. On Nov. 1, 1866, Wells 
Fargo and Co., including the 
Pioneer Stage Line, and the 
American Express Co., United 
States Express Co. and Over­ 
land Mail Co. sold all of their 
assets and goodwill used in 
their business west of the 
Missouri River to Holladay 
Overland Mail and Express

The new Wells Fargo and 
Co., a Colorado corporation, 
had the mail contract on the

WASHINGTON (A — When 
the definitive biography of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur is fi­ 
nally written it will be one of 
the fascinating s t o r i e s of 
American history. 
By his very nature — the 
drive for success and domina­ 
tion. the sensitivity to criti­ 
cism, the intense opinions, the 
sense of drama—he was born 
to attract and repel. And he 
did. 
He had admirers and critics 
all his days, some of them in­ 
tense, too. 
His command of the lan­ 
guage was probably better 
than that of any other mili­ 
tary figure of his time. But 
even here, in the use of it. he 
forced people to choose sides. 


AMONG OTHER things he 
diluted his rhetoric with sen­ 
timentality. Example: When 
he told Congress, after being 
dismissed from his Korean 
command, that old soldiers 
fade away and he was about 
to. Some wept. Some felt dis­ 
taste. 
M o r e t h a n o n e person 
thought he dramatized him­ 
self. Even Lord Alanbrooke 
felt this. Alanbrooke, chief of 
the British general staff in 
World War II and a Mac­ 
Arthur admirer, called him 
the greatest general of the 
war. 
But he also said he saw the 
“tinge of actor" in him. 


MacARTHl R, after saying 
he would fade away, did the 
opposite. He toured the coun­ 
try attacking the administra­ 
tion of President Harry S. 
Truman who had fired him. 
An aide said this was a cru­ 
sade to save representative 
government. 
But a Princeton historian. 
Eric F. Goldman, saw it other­ 
wise, called it the noisiest 


“fading away in history.” 
MacArthur got thunderous 
ovations everywhere. But if 
he had presidential hopea — 
he said he didn’t — he soon 
found the acclaim he got was 
for his heroic military serv­ 
ices and went no further. 
He was a controversial fig­ 
ure at a time when Americans 
were getting sick of contro­ 
versy. 


THERE WAS TALK of Mac­ 
Arthur for president but not 
much at that particular time, 
which was 1951, a year be­ 
fore 
the 
1952 
presidential 
race. 
In 1948, MacArthur had said 
he would accept the Repub­ 
lican nomination if it was of­ 
fered to him. He let his name 
be entered in the Wisconsin 
primary and was badly beat­ 
en. After that he said he had 
no political aspirations. 
In 1952 the Republican poli­ 
ticians turned to a complete­ 
ly different type: the placid, 
friendly, extroverted Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. Nevertheless, 
MacArthur's name was put in 
nomination. 
Like MacArthur. Eisenhow­ 
er was a war hero but, unlike 
MacArthur. he would make an 
ideal smoother of the troubled 
waters of those times. Mac­ 
Arthur has been quoted as 
calling him derisively “the 
best clerk I ever had.” 


RUT WHILE MacArthur got 
only four convention votes, 
Eisenhower got 845 and the 
nomination. 
MacArthur had made the 
keynote speech at that Repub­ 
lican convention. The dele­ 
gates gave him huge applause. 
But former President Herbert 
H o o v e r also addressed the 
convention. The applause for 
him was twice as long. 
From then on MacArthur 
faded out of public life. 


THE ALLEN-SCOTT REPORT 
Oswald Loss Of Hair 
Is Probed By Warren

WASHINGTON — The spe­ 
cial 
Warren 
Commission’s 
probe of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy is 
becoming so intense that its 
staff is literally using a fine­ 
toothed comb to go over the 
most minute details of per­ 
sons involved in this tragic 
event. 
Most intriguing line of the 
commission's 
new 
inquiry 
concerns why the suspected 
assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, 
lost more than half his hair 
during the two and one-half 
years he lived in the Soviet 
Union. 


THIS UNUSUAL and unex­ 
plained change in Oswald’s 
features was pointed out by 
his brother, Robert, when tes­ 
tifying in private before the 
Warren Commission at the 
request of Chief Justice Earl 
Warren. 
Oswald’s brother, who im­ 
pressed commission members 
as an intelligent and logical 
person, reported that the tre­ 
mendous loss of Lee s hair 
was 
the 
most 
noticeable 
change observed 
after the 
“defector” 
returned 
from 
Russia in 1962. 
He 
told 
the 
commission 
that 
his 
brother's 
balding 
greatly 
puzzled 
him 
since 
members of the Oswald fam­ 
ily were noted for keeping 
their hair during their life 
span. 
To add to the unique mys­ 
tery, Robert Oswald stressed 
that his brother, Lee, and 
Lee’s wife, Marina, were re­ 
luctant to discuss the miss­ 
ing hair when questioned.

It is common knowledge 
within the U. S. intelligence 
community that the Soviets 
have conducted experiments 
in the use of both methods 
to control the minds of hu­ 
mans since the late 1950s.

The Story 
Of Joe 
Gargiulo 


From Reckless 
Kid To Marin 
Civic Worker 


In his own youth in San 
Rafael, J o s e p h G a r g i u l o 
thought about nothing but 
cars, gang fights and sports. 
Now the one-time aimless 
teen-ager is himself a dedicat­ 
ed and vigorous w o r k e r 
among the youth of Marin, 
attempting to steer their in­ 
terests into fields worthy of 
their time and enthusiasm. 
He's a social science teacher 
and Counselor at Novato High 
School, and an active par­ 
ticipant 
in 
North 
M a r i n 
church and community af­ 
fairs. 
And 
last 
year 
he 
was 
elected to the board of trus­ 
tees of the College of Marin, 
where 
16 
years 
ago, 
he 
graduated to mark a major 
step in the transition from 
irresponsible youth to respon­ 
sible adult. 


HE T H IS became the first 
alumnus on the college board 
— and also its first represent­ 
ative from North Marin. 
“ I have to keep pinching 
myself to believe it,” says 
G a r g i u l o of his hard - won 
accomplishments. 
It was his strong sense of 
civic responsibility that per­ 
suaded him to run for the 
college board. 
“ I felt strongly about hav­ 
ing North Marin representa­ 
tion on the board, but 1 did 
not plan to run myself,” he 
explains. “ I became a can­ 
didate when 
it was ^ clear, 
about an hour before the 
deadline for filing, that no 
other resident of North Marin 
was going to throw his hat 
into the ring.”

reckless kid, interested only 
in fighting and fixing cars,” 
he admits. That Gargiulo, a 
youngster with little or no 
ambition, was a far cry from 
the College of Marin student 
who, in 1948, won the school’s 
annual citizenship a w a r d , 
from the man whose name 
was

in the 
1956 
“ Who’s Who in the West” , or 
from the Novato High School 
teacher-counselor who in 1962 
was picked for life member­ 
ship 
in 
the 
North 
Marin 
Parent-Teachers Assn. in tri­ 
bute to his outstanding work 
with young people. The latter 
honor read, in part, that he is 
“ notew'orthy for being able 
to become one of the gang,” 
reaching those students who 
are shy and have a feeling 
of “ not belonging.” 
T w o 
College 
of 
Marin 
teachers were major factors 
in helping him set his sights 
for a career in teaching and 
counseling, 
s a y s 
Gargiulo. 
They were Patrick Dooley, 
head of vocational testing, 
and Leonard Blomquist, his­ 
tory instructor. 


DOOLEY DIED a year after 
Gargiulo left the c o l l e g e . 
Blomquist is now head of the 
social science department. 
“ More than anything, it was 
the enthusiasm and dedication 
of these men that left the

deepest impression on me,” 
says Gargiulo. 
Gargiulo was born in San 
Rafael in 1925, the son of 
Joseph D. Gargiulo who had 
emigrated 
to 
this 
country 
only four years earlier, and 
Maria Urvua Gargiulo, born 
in Mexico. 
His father, a chef, met his 
mother while both were em­ 
ployed at the Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco. He was reared 
and schooled in Marin County, 
and, except for time spent 
in military service, he has 
lived all his life in the Bay 
Area. 


AN 
EA R L Y 
passion 
for 
automobiles led him at the 
ripe age of 12 to buy his 
first car, a Model T Ford, for 


$ 10. 
“ It was this craze for cars 
that almost caused me to be­ 
come a bum,” he declares. 
“ I spent just about all my 
waking hours working on the 
car. The boys in the crowd 
1 fell in with were also some­ 
what interested in cars, but 
they were even more inter­ 
ested in street fighting and 
trouble in general.” 
Just before his junior year 
at San Rafael High School, 
Gargiulo suddenly switched 
to a college prep major. “ I 
guess I realized then that 
time was running out,” he 
says. 


W ITH A new found inter­ 
est and goal, Gargiulo’s at­ 
titude changed— and so did 
his grades, for he completed 
high school as an honor stu­ 
dent. 
Right after high school, he 


was accepted for officer can­ 
didate training at the U. S. 
Maritime 
Officer 
Training 
School at Catalina Island. 
“ I was interested in the 
maritime service because I 
wanted immediate sea duty 
and I wanted to see action,” 
he says simply. After three 
months of training and a year 
of sea duty, he was commis­ 
sioned an ensign and received 
his 
marine 
engineering 
li­ 
cense in the U. S. Maritime 
Service, then shipped out on 
Navy transports in the South 
Pacific for the next two and 
a half years. 


IN 1946, H E was discharged 
from the maritime service. 
He married his high school 
sweetheart, the former Arrah 
Jean Hicks, and enrolled at 
College of Marin. At first 
a pre-med major, Gargiulo 
switched his major interests 
to psychology and history as 
a result of the influence of 
Dooley and Blomquist. 
A 
man 
who 
thrives 
on 
activity, his campus interests 
at the Kentfield campus were 
many and broad. 
He was a member of the 
football 
and 
track 
teams, 
president of the Marin Forum 
discussion group, rallies and 
a s s e m b l i e s commissioner, 
m e m b e r of the Naturalist 
Club, vice president of the 
campus chapter of the YMCA, 
and member of the student 
committee 
to 
change 
the 
name 
of the 
school 
from 
Marin Junior College to Col­ 
lege of Marin. 


“ THE 
ACTIVE 
life 
was 
fun, but not everyone thought 


I was spending my time in the 
best way,” he recalls. “ I re­ 
member when Paul Clymer, 
then as now vice president of 
the college, scolded me for 
spending too much time on 
campus activities, 
and not 
enough on my studies.” 
But after two years he 
emerged none the worse for 
wear, his record of campus 
service having earned for him 
the annual citizenship award.

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teaching assignments, work 
loads and educational philos­ 
ophy without some precon­ 
ceived ideas and emotional 
bias.” 


“I DON’T find my being a 
teacher puts me in an awk­ 
ward position on the board,” 
says Gargiulo. “Just the op­ 
posite, if anything. I think I 
bring to it a better under­ 
standing of the problems of 
education. 
“You have to rem ember 
that teachers are also tax­ 
payers and parents, and have 
as much right to take an active 
part in determining school 
policy as other persons. The 
only provision is that they 
should not teach in the same 
district on whose board they 
serve.” 
His interests outside the 
classroom are mainly relig­ 
ious and political.

They're The Students Of 
Katharine Branson School

‘ Between the mountain and 
the bay, among the palms and 
pines.” 
Thus goes the opening line 
o f th e Katharine Branson 
School song. And. allowing 
for poetic license, it serves as 
a good partial description of 
the school that, for more than 
40 years, has been educating 
girls for college and prepar­ 
ing them to accept responsi­ 
ble roles in their communities. 
KBS, as the school is af­ 
fectionately called by its stu­ 
dents, faculty, graduates and 
friends, is located on 16 acres 
at the foot of Bald Hill in 
Ross — on property still oc­ 
casionally referred to as “ the 
John Martin place,” although 
the Katharine Branson School 
has occupied it since 1922. 
Jl ST INSIDE the entrance 
to the school, on a sunny 
knoll commanding a breath­ 
taking view of Mount Tamal- 
pais, are the three resident 
houses, the infirmary cottage 
and the headmaster s home— 
Circle Cottage. Each resident 
house accommodates approx­ 
imately 38 girls and has re­ 
ception rooms, a small snack 
kitchen and lovely gardens. 
“ The Residence,” oldest and 
largest of the three, is adja­ 
cent to the new dining hall 
and also houses the school’s 
7,000-volume library with its 
glass-enclosed study porch. 
Down the rolling lawns at 


the foot of the knoll are the 
athletic 
fields, the 
gymna­ 
sium, the archery glen, which 
is behind the heated swim­ 
ming pool, and the field house 
which serves as a coordinat­ 
ing center for swimming ac­ 
tivities. 


FROM THE pool, it is only 
a short walk across a small 
bridge into the “ Quadrangle,” 
the academic heart of the 
school. The new’ study hall 
and administration building 
blend into the oak-studded 
location of the three original 
school buildings, which were 
created from the barn, stable 
and carriage houses of the 
Martin estate. A wooded hill­ 
side serves as the southern 
boundary of the school, thus 
hiding it from view and creat­ 
ing a rather secluded atmos­ 
phere. 
But here allusion to quiet 
isolation ends! KBS girls, in 
their familiar plaid skirts, are 
well known in Marin, and, 
through 
their a c a d e m i c 
achievements, are recognized 
by colleges and universities 
throughout the nation. 


FOUNDED IN 1920 as a 
non-profit corporation by a 
small group of parents de­ 
siring a college preparatory 
school in Marin County, KBS 
was formerly known as the 
San Rafael School for Girls. 
In the span of 44 years, it 
has grown from a small day 
school that also enrolled boys

in the lower grades to its 
present size of more than 150 
high school students, half of 
whom are resident. Although 
most of these students come 
from the western states and 
Hawaii, some hail from the 
Midwest, the East, and from 
such distant points as Saudi 


Arabia, Singapore and Nica­ 
ragua. 
When, in 1922, the school 
moved to its present Ross lo­ 
cation, the board of trustees 
changed the name to honor 
its first headmistress, Miss 
Katharine Fleming Branson, 
who served until her retire­ 
ment in 1951. Although Miss 
Branson now lives in Carmel, 
she is no stranger to the cur­ 
rent generation of K BS stu­ 
dents. Miss Branson returns 
often to attend school func­ 
tions, and to enjoy visits with 
local alumnae as well as with 
her ever increasing family of 
“ granddaughters” now attend­ 
ing the school. 


ognized nationally. Stress is 
plaeed upon personal honor 
as a key stepping stone to 
purposeful learning and to 
the building of character. 
As Miss Branson says, in 
speaking of the early days of 
th e 
school: 
“ A pervading

Continued from Page M-8 
school from 
the beginning 
were expressed, 
insofar as 
ideals can ever be put into 
words, by our motto, ‘beauty 
is truth, truth beauty.’ ” 
Although the school strives 
to install a desire for and ap­ 
preciation of scholastic excel­ 
lence, it is more concerned 
that each girl apply herself in 
her every endeavor and ac­ 
cording to her potential, and 
that she he aware that all 
learning is a human process. 
Small classes and the oppor­ 
tunity for individual attention 
foster this concept. 
David Jackson, headmaster, 
says: “ While we are by defi­ 
nition a college preparatory 
school, and virtually all our 
graduates go on to the col­ 
leges of their choice, our goal 
is not to be measured in terms 
of college enrollment statis­ 
tics, but in human terms. We 
must resist the tendency to 
be dominated by test scores, 
teaching aids, mechanical de­ 
vices— in short, all the para­ 
phernalia which de humanizes 
the teaching process. Rather, 
we must concern ourselves 
not only with academic ex­ 
cellence but with the growth 
of students as people.”

In 1960 the 
Fund for the 
Republic launched a study of 
the changing American char­ 
acter. 
It began with a meeting in 
Washington, D.C., of officials 
and civic leaders, followed by 
a series of interviews of pol­ 
icy-makers and expert observ­ 
ers by journalist Donald Mc­ 
Donald. 
Joseph Lyford of the Fund 
for the Republic staff noted 
that, by and large, the basic 
population of that backbone 
of America, the rural small 
town, was being missed. 
He 
proposed going into one such 
farming area to conduct a 
probe in depth. 
Given the 
“go ahead," he chose Vanda­ 
lia, III., a town markedly sim­ 
ilar to the one in which he was 
reared, with some small fac­ 
tories but relying primarily 
upon agriculture for its eco­ 
nomic health. 
After talking exhaustively 
with Vandalians, he made his 
report. 
Published, it attract­ 
ed widespread attention in­ 
cluding much newspaper com­ 
ment and a Chet Huntley tele­ 
vision documentary. 
Now 
Lyford’s 
report 
is 
available in book form as 
“The Talk in Vandalia.” 
To the reviewer who him­ 
self comes from a small Mid­ 
western town, it is difficult 
to understand the surprise 
Lyford’s findings have evoked 
in some circles. 
If there is 
any surprise here, it is that 
rural America’s thinking pat- 
t e r n s have a p p a r e n t l y 
changed so little through the 
years. 
The book is too small to 
present a really comprehen­ 
sive picture of Vandalia and 
the way of life it supposedly 
represents. 
The num ber of 
farmers, 
clergymen, 
educa­ 
tors, industrialists, working­ 
men, political figures, law­ 
yers, 
doctors, 
businessmen, 
etc., quoted is impressive, but, 
after all, it still represents 
only a minute fraction of a to­ 
tal population of more than 
5,000 diverse persons. 
Missing are such tell-tale 
factors as the pool hall and

the thoughts of teen-agers,

ral editor and his ‘‘staff’’ if he 
has one. 
All these and much 
more are needed to give a 
real picture of a Midwestern 
town. 
W’hat Lyford did establish 
is that there is wide diversity 
in thinking and outlook, so 
that no one pattern emerges. 
But. generally, there is a pre­ 
occupation with such bread- 
and-butter 
issues 
as 
farm 
prices, retaining and attract­ 
ing industries, wages, taxes, 
cost of living. 
Relatively lit­ 
tle thought is given such more 
“ remote" matters as the Unit­ 
ed Nations, civil rights, for­ 
eign policy, etc. There is a 
scarcity 
of 
cultural 
fulfill­ 
ment. 
There is the conflict­ 
ing enjoyment of neighborli­ 
ness balanced off against the 
loss of privacy. There are such 
problems as the departure of 
the more gifted young people, 
the increase in absentee farm 
ownership, the lack of interest 
in local politics. There is a 
leadership gap. 
And basical­ 
ly, there are well-intentioned, 
warmhearted 
if 
somewhat 
confused people. 
Generally, it sounds pretty 
much like the town we grew 
up in. 
There, as recently as 
two years ago, a not unintelli­ 
gent woman told us flatly that 
she did not belileve the Rus­ 
sians had actually lofted space 
men into the stratosphere— it 
was all Red propaganda. And 
a man said he understood why 
Southerners were reluctant to 
give 
Negroes 
their 
voting 
rights— “they are such a jit­ 
tery race." 
This same man 
could even then read in his 
newspaper how demonstrating 
Negroes had remained pas­ 
sively non-violent in the face 
of savage violence from both 
official and unofficial foes. 
And as an ardent sports fan, 
he had often watched the cool, 
poised performances of Negro 
athletes 
under the fire 
of 
competition. 
Lyford deduces from his 
study that the American idea 
of its rural towns as “land­ 
locked islands" is a myth. But 
much of the conversation and 
attitudes 
he

recorded 
hardly support that conclu­ 
sion.

San Francisco has always 
been rather proud of its sin, 
so a book about its parlor 
house madams seems quite in 
keeping with tradition. The 
wonder is that nobody thought 
of it before.

“The Madams of San Fran­ 
cisco: 
A 
Highly 
Irreverent 
History of the City by the 
Golden Gate” around 11 of the 
better known house keepers, 
starting with Irene McCready 
and ending with Sally Stan­ 
ford. 
About most of these. Gentry 
was able to find little infor­ 
mation. This is understand­ 
able, as the keepers of bawdy 
houses seldom leave diaries 
or have biographers. To fill 
out the 314 pages of his book, 
he included various material 
about San Francisco vice in 
general, the vigilantes, and a 
few other side issues. 
For Madam 
Stanford, 
of 
course, he was better supplied 
with information as the result 
of the Alcoholic B e v e r a g e 
Control 
Departm ent’s 
1955 
hearing which delved into her 
past to determine whether she 
should keep a couple of liquor 
licenses. 
All in all, Gentry’s book 


neither is guilty, and that the 
real culprit is the dead man’s 
housekeeper and fiancee. 
Your sleuths are the out­ 
wardly dour but inwardly hu­ 
mane Chief Inspector Charles 
Grant of Scotland Yard and 
his sergeant, Harry Dawson. 
Garve 
has 
developed 
a 
tight, sound plot as the frame, 
work for his story, and has 
utilized it well.

There were many who re­ 
garded Jules Verne’s “Twenty 
Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea’’ and “Journey to the 
Moon" 
as 
fanciful 
stories 
about the impossible, but to­ 


day that author is oft-times 
considered a prophet. 
Caidin’s tale of the United 
States’ Mercury Seven and 
its astronaut, who has less 
than 43 hours to live after 
his 47th orbit around the 
earth, and the attempts of 
an 
American 
and 
Russian 
spacecraft to save him from 
a lonely death a 
hundred 
miles above Cape Kennedy 
may also foretell the future. 
The author does not spare 
scientific detail in describing 
the preparation and training 
for and the result of the 
flight which is doomed to 
failure when the retroroekets 
refuse to fire to bring the 
capsule back to earth. 
References are continuous­ 
ly made to the Schirra, Glenn, 
Cooper and Carpenter flights, 
comparing them to the Mer­ 
cury Seven shot, the United 
States’ fifth manned space 
flight during which the pilot 
sees sunrise and sunset every 
90 minutes. 
Obviously believing in the 
worth of such programs in 
which 
success 
cannot 
be 
guaranteed, Caidin takes a 
well-aimed swat at those who 
would blame any error caus­ 
ing malfunction in flight on 
so-called “un-American plots" 
which should he ferreted out 
by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 


The author, who lias writ­ 
ten more than 40 books on 
aviation and aerospace, pains­ 
takingly guides the reader 
through the most suspense- 
filled, harrowing hours the 
world has experienced as a 
result of attempts at manned 
probes into space. He appears 
to have done his homework 
gathering facts and informa­ 
tion about previous flights 
most comprehensively.

You can record the 
music on track 1 in advance 
and then have the guests 
sing along on track 2. You 
can erase track 2 and use it 
over and over. 
To produce Sound on 
Sound, the following pro­ 
cedure is followed: Record 
your voic e singing the solo 
part on track 1. By means of 
a patch cord, connect the 
output on track 1 into the 
radio phono input of trac k 2 
and also connect the micro­ 
phone into the microphone 
input of trac k 2. Now while 
playing hack track 1 you are 
re-recording this track onto 
track 2 and at the same time 
you sing the harmony part 
into the microphone which 
thus 
becom es 
recorded 
along with the solo part on 
track 2. Then you move the 
patch cord so that it con­ 
nects the output of track 2 to 
the radio phono input of 
track 1 and also connect the 
microphone into the micro­ 
phone input of track 1. Play 
back track 2 and rc-record 
this track which now has 
two parts onto track 1 and at 
the same t i m e sing the third 
harmony into the m icro­ 
phone which will thus be­ 
come recorded along with 
the other two parts onto 
track 1. You now have a tape 
on track one that has you 
singing as a trio of voices. 
During the 
above trans- 
fering of tracks you must lis­ 
ten to the other parts on a 
headset to keep the sound 
being played from the other 
tracks 
from entering the 
microphone circuit. 
Sound recorders like the 
Ampex and the Roberts have 
a switch for the transfering 
of sound tracks thus elimina­ 
ting the patch cord connec­ 
tions. In a few weeks we 
will have a tape recorder 
clinic where we will demon­ 
strate sound on sound, mul­ 
tiplex oft the air recording, 
care and cleaning of the 
recorder, etc-. Factory per­ 
sonnel w ill answer your 
questions on the use of your 
recorder. The clinic will he 
announced in this column.

Some Jazz 
From The 
Big Bands 


By JGHN SUMER 


Some jazz recordings by the 
big bands: 


EXTENSION—Claire Fisch­ 
er Orchestra — Pacific Jazz 
Stereo 77: 


This is the first time com- 
poser-arranger-pianist Fischer 
has been turned loose with an 
orchestra, and it is an aus­ 
picious beginning. 
Influenced considerably by 
the styles of both Gil Evans 
and Duke Ellington. Fischer 
has many original ideas and 
many of this Ip’s tracks are 
sure to become classics. Jerry 
Coker is a stand-out on sax 
and bass clarinet, and s u c h 
top people as Bud Shank and 
Larry Bunker are also in the 
band. 
The title tune, ‘ Extension,” 
is constantly fascinating and, 
on about the tenth hearing, 
I’m still finding new things 
in it. 
An 
important, 
somewhat 
experimental but swinging ad­ 
dition to big hand modern 
jazz on disc. 
An interesting sidelight re­ 
garding sound might he men­ 
tioned. Two copies of this Ip 
were sent for review, a mono 
and a stereo. The two were 
carefully compared in 
A-B 
tests and the conclusions must 
still be that the mono versions 
of most new recordings have 
a slight edge in sound and fi­ 
delity over the stereo ver­ 
sions. The mono version had 
somewhat more “oomph,” es­ 
pecially in the lower register. 
However—and this a big 
‘ however” — the added real­ 
ism created by two-ehannel re­ 
production more than mini­ 
mized the slight degradation 
of sound which is only notice­ 
able in such an A-B test. 
Stereo spread out the various 
instruments not only laterally 
but in depth too, and added a 
dimension completely missing 
in the mono version. Also — 
and this is only a very recent 
improvement — the 
surface 
noise level was identical on 
both discs.

The Dahlias—Worshipers Of The Sun

The dahlia is one of those 
rags-to-riches plants so beau­ 
tiful and widely grown today 
it is difficult to think of a 
time when it was not a garden 
favorite. Yet 
it is only in 
ra th e r recent times that we 
have developed the plate-sized 
beauties with their brilliant 
colors — and strong enough 
to hold up their handsome 
heads! 


One of the delightful r e ­ 
sults of Spain’s conquest of 
Mexico was the appearance of 
some roots in the Botanic Gar­ 
den in Madrid in 1789. 
T he modest plants that is­ 
sued forth were hardly spec­ 
tacular, even for those days. 
Fortunately 
they 
interested 
the Swedish professor, An­ 
dreas Dahl, an ardent follower 
of the 
great 
botanist Lin­ 
naeus, and Da Til devoted so 
much time to this Mexican 
native it was named in his 
honor. Hence Dahlias. 


ACTUALLY, it was many 
years and several thousand 
plants later that the ancestors 
of the present garden dahlias 
appeared 
(most trace their 
family back to Dahlia Juarezii 
seedlings) and we began to 
develop 
the 
vast 
array 
of 
forms from which we now can 
choose. 
First it may 
be wise to 
pause and explain that there 
is 
a 
general 
misconception 
about what dahlias like and 
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dislike in the way of a garden 
home. 
T rue they are worshipers of 
the sun. They delight in heat. 
But oddly enough they reach 
their greatest perfection in 
relatively cool, moist but sun­ 
ny places here along our Cali­ 
fornia coast. 


WHAT DDLS all this mean 
to us as Marin gardeners? 
Quite simply, it means the 
ideal growing conditions for 
the dahlia are: A soil that is 
loose and well drained down 
to 18 or 24 inches; plenty of 
organic m atter in the soil so 
that enough moisture is held 
to keep the plant 
growing 
well, and plenty of moisture 
and plant food 
during the 


growing season so that growth 
does not slow down at any 
time once the shoot starts to 
come up. 
You can get the “tubers” at 
any nursery along with neces­ 
sary advice on growing. How­ 
ever, here is the basic tech­ 
nique for planting the dahlia 
roots: 


DIG A hole at least a foot 
deep and plant a stout stake. 
A dahlia root with s t r o n g 
neck and 
tiny green 
buds 
should be placed with the bud 
about two inches from the 
base of the stake and the root 
l i g h t l y covered with soil. 
Some growers like to work 
bonemeal into the s o i l at 
planting to insure stronger 
plants. 


Water your dahlia root well. 
As the shoot grows, gradually 
pull soil around it so that only 
a few inches of the growing 
shoot are above the soil until 
— in a couple of weeks or so— 
you have filled in the original 
hole and there is a slight 
mound around the stalk. You 


should make a basin so you 
can soak the dahlia very well 
each week. Whenever the sec­ 
ond or third set of leaves ap­ 
pears you can start feeding 
with a complete plant food 
about every three weeks. 
Getting all the instructions 
at once like this makes it 
seem a lot of work but actual­ 
ly d a h l i a s are remarkably 
easy and yield masses of gor­ 
geous blooms that not only 
make a riot of color in the 
garden but give you plenty of 
flowers for the house. 


THE DAHLIA has the addi­ 
tional charm of being little 
troubled 
by 
pesta and 
ail­ 
ments. 
What kind s h o u l d y o u 
plant? 
There are so many now 
(one grower had 1.200 named 
varieties, and that was years 


ago> you simply describe the 
color and form (cactus, for­ 
mal, quill, anemone, collar­ 
ette, single, etc.) and look at 
the pictures the nurserym an 
has to show. You will only 
h a v e difficulty in deciding 
which of the beauties to take 
home. Take at least a half- 
dozen so you get m axim um 
effect. 


IF YOU 
want 
plenty of 
color with modest outlay of 
funds, start with the dwarf 
bedding types that can be had 
as plants — you will need at 
least a dozen of these — and 
will 
provide blooms month 
after month. 
The more you pick, t h e 
more blooms come. Such is 
the nature of these wonderful 
plants, the giant beauties as 
well as the dwarfs and pom­ 
pons.

An attractive finish that 
does not show the grain is 
easy to obtain on fir plywood, 
the most p o p u l a r material 
used by the home craftsmen, 
if the surface is first given a 
coat 
of 
penetrating 
resin 
sealer to equalize absorption. 
The first step, of course, is 
to prepare the surface. 


IT 
M U S T be sanded as 
smooth as possible, be clean 
and free of any traces of oil, 
grease or laminating glue. 
Nail holes and breaks in the 
surface should be filled and 
sanded when dry. 
If you are planning to end 
up with a colored, opaque 
finish which hides the surface 
completely, brush on a coat

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gloss enamel, the second coat 
should consist of equal parts 
of enamel undercoat and the 
top coat. If the topcoat is to 
be a latex, apply a second 
coat of the resin sealer. Sand 
lightly before applying the 
final coat by brush, spray or 
roller.

that 
shows the grain of the wood. 
First of all, you must select 
plywood which has an attrac­ 
tive pattern and is free of 
blemishes and plugs. Next, 
sand the wood as smooth as 
possible. 
Now brush on a coat of 
clear penetrating resin sealer. 
After this has dried, sand 
lightly with fine or extra-fine 
paper. More than likely you 
will want to color the wood to 
some degree. 
You can either apply a coat 
of wood stain, a coat of col- 
ored penetrating sealer, or 
you can tint clear resin sealer 
with color-in-oil of the desired 
shade, reducing the sealer 25 
per cent with paint thinner. 
Whichever you use, let stand 
for a few minutes and then 
wipe off to get the color you 
want.

one or two coats of varnish of 
the desired sheen. 


For modern blond effects, 
do this after the first coat of 
sealer has dried. Thin white 
pigmented 
resin 
sealer o r 1 
enamel undercoat 50-50 with 
odorless paint thinner and 
brush on the surface. Let 
stand for a few minutes and 
wipe off with a clean, lintless 
cloth. After this has dried 
thoroughly, protect the sur- 
face with one or two coats of 
varnish

HOLLYWOOD — Two “ Os­ 
cars” ago, Jack Lemmon, in 
his role of a presenter, came 
forth with an ad-lib which 
germinated the idea that he 
would make a dandy “ em­ 
cee.” 
This year Lemmon will pre­ 
side at the podium as master 
of ceremonies of the 36th an­ 
nual awards presentations of 
the Academy of Motion Pic­ 
ture Arts and Sciences, to be 
held Monday and to be broad­ 
cast over ABC-TV and Ha dio 
beginning at 7 p.m. (KGO-TV 
and Radio will carry the show 
in this area.) 


“ I had some trouble with 
the Italian names at the 1962 
ceremonies,” 
Jack 
recalls, 
“ and. as I look over the roster 
of nominees for this year’s 
event, it might behoove me 
to brush up on my synthetic 
British accent. 


“ I 
W A SN ’T 
deliberately 
trying to be a smarty in ’62 
when I flubbed 
t h e Italian 
pronunciations, and I have no 
intention of making like a 
comic at the upcoming event. 
“ But I am convinced — as 
is the academy’s producer, 
George Sidney — that the 
spice of the ‘Oscar’ show and 
broadcast lies largely in the 
element of suspense. Unex­ 
pected reactions from pre­ 
senters and winners give the 
show a dramatic zest, while 
the stars themselves supply 
the glamour.” 


Viewers of the 1962 tele­ 
cast will recall that Lemmon, 
as 
co-presenter 
with 
Lee 
Remick, waded through such 
names 
as 
“ Sergio 
Amidei, 
Diego Fabbri, Indro Monta- 
nelli. Frederico Fellini, Tullio 
Pinelli. 
Ennio 
Flaiano 
and 
Brunello Uondi,” all screen­ 
play writers. 


AT THE bottom of the 
nominee list he came upon 
“ Stanley Shapiro” and invol­ 
untarily exclaimed: “ STAN­ 
L E Y SHAPIRO ? . . . How did 
he get in here?” 


It wasn’t a big joke, and it 
was a bit “ inside,” but ap­ 
preciative laughter came in 
waves from the assembled 
guests at the Santa Monica 
Civic Auditorium. 


Perhaps the biggest sur­ 
prise of that year’s ceremo­ 
nies was the sudden appear­ 
ance on-stage of a profession­ 
al gate-crasher, Stan Berman, 
who plunked down a tiny 
statuette in front of present­ 
ers 
Vincent 
Edwards 
and 
Shelley Winters with the re­ 
mark that it was a long-de­ 
layed award for Bob Hope. 
Rapid Robert ad-libbed: “ We 
don’t need Price Waterhouse. 
What we need is a good door­ 
man” (Price Wraterhouse is 
the auditing firm that tabu­ 
lates the ballots of the Acad­ 
emy membership and deter­ 
mines the “ Oscar” winners.) 


TH IS SHOW also became a 


star-maker for Ann-Margret 
who, up to then, had been 
regarded 
as 
a 
“ promising 
young performer.” On this 
occasion, she got herself up 
in an alluring gown and, to 
the 
accompaniment 
of 
a 
wiggle, 
sang 
a 
nominated 
song. The response was elec­ 
trifying. 


Lemmon well remembers 
such unexpected happenings, 
and many others which tran­ 
spired on “ Oscar” shows be­ 
fore he became a star. 


Remember producer Sam­ 
uel 
Goldw-yn’s 
embarrass­ 
ment when he paid tribute to 
composer Hoagy Carmichael 
as “ Hugo” ? 


And the late Cecil B. de 
Mille’s dignified reference to 
a Chinese diplomat as “ the 
ambassador from Japan” ? 


AND THE time the pro­ 
jectionist in the back of the 
theater ran assembled “ Os­ 
car 
history 
clips 
upside- 
down and backwards? 
This year Lemmon will in­ 
troduce the academy presi­ 
dent, Arthur Freed, who will 
narrate a new segment of 
Oscar-history 
films — run 
right-side-up and forward. 
If, perchance, it goes awry, 
you can rest assured Jack 
Lemmon will have a ready 
ad-lib to relieve the tension, 
and make capital of it as a 
dramatic 
addition 
to 
the 
show

Carnival 


NEW YORK—The story of 
the American carnival is—in 
the opinions of hostess and 
narrator Sally Rand and pro­ 
ducer-writer-director C h e t 
Hagen—a love story. 
So that’s the way the NBC 
color production of "Carny,” 
to be seen tomorrow at 10 
p.m. on KRON-TV, will be 
treated. 


FROM THE insulated and 
often spectacular world of the 
carnival, all non-carnies are 
marks’ and outsiders in the 
continuing competitive strug­ 
gle for existence. But "Car­ 
ney is, after all, people: And 
the people of the carnivals 
and those who visit them each 
year make for thrilling tele­ 
viewing. 
‘ There are,” Hagan points 
out, "some 500 d i f f e r e n t 
shows on the road each year. 
More Americans see carnivals 
each year than see profession­ 
al baseball, football, and bas­ 
ketball combined. The annual 
take, at the gate—not includ­ 
ing concessions—is more than 
a billion dollars. So it’s big 
business, a tough business, a 
romantic business.” 
Hagan should know. He’s a 
former "carny” himself. 


WITH cameraman B r u c e 
Powell and sound man Way- 
man Robinson, H a g a n and 
Miss Rand toured with 11 dif­ 
ferent carnival shows to film 
"Carny.” 
F r o m Royal A m e r i c a n 
Shows, with its 110 flat cars 
and 2,200 people, to two- and 
three-truck 
shows, 
“Carny” 
takes its viewers all over the 
United States and southern 
Canada, from the huge Cal­ 
gary Stampede to tiny county 
fairs in southeastern America. 
Along the way, strip shows, 
concessions, rides, the side­ 
shows and girlie shows are all 
investigated. 
There is much drama and 
heartbreak every day, from 
the set-up in the early dawn 
to the break-down well after 
midnight. And there are the 
days of rain and other prob­ 
lems making it a constant 
struggle for the "Carny” to 
see that "the show always 
goes on.” 


ALL THE excitement of the 
midway, the blatant colors of 
neon-lighted shows, and the 
general festivity as well as 
the sadness of this native 
American institution are cap- 
t u r e d in "Carny,” H a g a n 
promises. The flavor and at­ 
mosphere of the noisy barker, 
the whirling merry-go-round 
and the intriguing carny peo­ 
ple themselves all add to the 
glamor—and lack of it.
